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(57) Abstract: A kiosk (200) dispenses and 
receives recorded optical disk media (214) using 
an interconnected (107) system central server 
computer (300) through an Internet Service 
Provider (401). The system central server 
(300) contains databases and processing, and is 
connected to a credit veiificatioa system (410). The 
central databases collec tinventory administration 
information and customer data from the kiosks 
(200) including credit card and email addresses 
(105). The central server (300) initiates credit 
verification and sends receipts to customers via 
emaU (105). The central server (300)maintains 
databases that are used for remote inventory 
control and administration of the kiosk network. 
A kiosk (200) has the capability to identify a 
recorded disk (214) for automated restocking and 
may also perform quality assessment (800) of 
a recorded disk (214). A kiosk (200) may also 
provide publishing-on-demand or act as a portal for 
remotely served advertisement. 
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
